COLOMBO, Ceylon (AP)—Ceylonese 
officials said Saturday 1.500 bodies have 
been washed ashore on the south Indian 
coast, victims of the tidal wave and cyclone 
that hit Ceylon Tuesday. 

Mrs. Sirimavo Bandaranaike, 
Prime Minister of Ceylon, set 
up a government fund to help 
thousands of homeless and 
survivors of the cyclone that 
hit northern areas, causing 
damage estimated at $40,000.- 
000 . 

Prior to the report from 
Neville JaWsweera, head of 
Ceylon'a administrative aerv 
ice, to the premier that drown¬ 
ing victims had been swept to 
the Indian coast, it had been 
estimated that at least 750 
persons were dead on Ceylon 
and on the nearby Island of 
Rameswaram

Ontario Sentiment 

L ACKING a plebiscite which would have reflected 
area flag sentiment across the country, probably 
no accurate guess can be made as to how Canadians 
in general would have reacted to such a vote. 

Ontario, however, has shown its feelings on the 
subject. Premier Roberts has announced that his 
province will make the discarded Red Ensign a pro¬ 
vincial banner. 

The method of ndoption will follow the example 
of Ottawa, by mandate of the legislature, but with a 
noticeable difference- there Is not likely to be a long 
and protracted debate, for the Liberal lender of the 
province, Mr. Andrew Thompson, lias voiced approval 
of the idea. 

Only the NDP leader. Mr. Donald MacDonald, 
has offered objection to the proposal, Iwt since he 
leads only a minor segment of the Ontario House the 
degree of unanimity contrasts sharply with the divisive 
flag picture on Parliament Hill. 

Mr. MacDonald criticizes the move as meaning 
that since “the lories lost out in Ottawa, they're 
joDy well going to have their way here." That would 
be fair enough, perhaps, but his opinion is negatived 
by Mr. Thompson's ready assent to the Red Ensign 
becoming the distinctive Ontario emblem. 

Premier Robarts emphasized that the adoption 
of the Red Ensign would in no way detract from the 
official Canadian flag, but that it would "signify On¬ 
tario's connection with the Crown and symbolize its 
attachment to the traditions ol common law and the 
parliamentary sv-stem inherited from the United King¬ 
dom.” In other words, it would depict in continuing 
fashion the hbtory that gave shape and substance 
to this ancient province of Canada.

Today, although accurate figures are non¬ 
existent. them are said to be 4.000 men look¬ 
ing for gold along the Tapajos. 

No one knows precisely how much gold Is 
up there, or how much has been taken out. 
Much if not most of it moves through illicit 
channels. 

In Belem, though, the old hands say the 
Tapajos has already produced more than th# 
California gold rush.

The kat-nop plan to hiw prison work¬ 
ers build • series of first class trails to the 
mountain rid res of Strathcona Park la Rood 
ness to members of the Victoria Outdoor 
Club, Island Mountain Ramblers and Comox 
District Mountaineering Club. 

They are the ones who know most about 
tl>e Strathcona Pork mountain ridges and the 
ones who spend the moat time un them. 

* * * 

Each summer they roam the ridges, and 
In some cases have constructed their own 
mountain trails. Each par they make two 
or three weekend trips to diflerent |>arts of 
Strathcona Park. And ones ■ year they make 
the big trip—a hike of scorn of miles and 
many days across the mountain tops, from 
Great Central Lake and Delhi Falls or from 
the Forbidden Plateau area above Courtenay 
deep into Strathcona Park and eventually 
down to buttle Lake. 


At present there are few proper trails to 
follow, although club members say It Is not 
too tough slugging. 

But as prison wor ke r s build more trails 
the mountain tops of Strathcona Park will 
become more accessible to almost anyone 
In good health. Every precaution will lie 
taken to preserve the wtldemr>. atmosphere. 

* * * 

The members of these three clubs are to 
enthused that they submitted a brief to the 
provincial recreation department last summer 
offering their help to build a 130-mile moun¬ 
tain trail. 


They suggested the ridge trail should start 
at the Forbidden Plateau, then go via the 
Comas Glacier and the high ridge at the 
south of Strathcona Park, past Flower Ridge, 
Della Falls. Mt. Tom Taylor and north am the 
west side of Buttle I .aka to the Golden Hindr 
and Elk River. 

* * * 

Last summer a group of hikers from the 
three clubs walked the propose d route during 
a th r ee week vacation along the high ridges 
and the mountain tops. Those who couldn't 
afford the full three weeks Dew Into the area 
and hiked along part of the proposed trail. 

The clubs have also asked far a public 
access road to Della Falls, from Great Cen¬ 
tral Lake, and the atari of another Strathcona 
Park mountain ridge trail. They suggest that 
further logging of the Ash River basin be 
conditional nn the o|ieni'ig first of a public 
access road to Margaret Lake and Della 
Falla. 

♦ * * 

T he clubs ask for a re-*urvey of 825-square 
mile Strathocna Park to fully assess Its 
recreational values. An extensive revamping 
of park Itnundaries Is suggested to Include 
recreation-rich Forbidden Plateau and the 
Strathcona Park game reserve within which 
It is contained, extending south to Erie Creek 
and the Carey Lakes, not too far from Comnx 
Lake. 

* * * 

Other boundary proposals would bring Into 
the perk the rest of Buttle Lake on-the east, 
*11 hut the northwest corner of Up(ier Camp¬ 
bell lake, and the part of the Elk River 
Valley at the mouth of the river, which is 
really the west arm of Upper Campbell Lake. 

They particularly asked that the Moyeha, 
Phillli* and Wolf River watersheds already 
in the park, be retained as Class A anas.

—To Alcoholism

WINNIPEG iCP) - Univer¬ 
sity may be the key to higher 
education hut It may alto 
•pen • door of another kind 
—one leading to alcoholism. 

Bob C., 23. In hit aecond 
year at th University of 
Manitoba, hat had ample op¬ 
portunity to study drinking on 
campus. 

“University is a potential 
breed mi imund for alcohol¬ 
ics,” he says. “If a young 
person had had experience 
with liquor in hiih school but 
has not started to drink 
heavily. there's a pretty good 
chance the bottle will get him 
In university." 

Bob's own drinking problem 
leached its peak during the 
Interval between graduation 
from high school and start¬ 
ing university. After two un¬ 
successful attempts to start 
Mi studies, however, he ha* 
managed to stay clear of 
liquor for two years with the 
help of Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous. 

lie says he and raw! of hi* 
friends started to drink in 
Mgh aehool — “moat kids in 
high school think s non- 
drinker Is a square ” 

“I didn't know it then but 
I was on the road to a rr«! 


problem. I sras shy, even 
scared at people, and drink¬ 
ing helped give me enough 
courage to attend dances.” 

At It he entered university 
for the first time and lasted 
11 weeks before he quit. In 
the period before the next 
term he worked at several 
laboring and clerking Jobs as 
his drinking Inciraaed. 

“It wss at this time that I 
began to drink heavily on 
w<*lmdt with my friends. I 
never reached die stage of 
<1 l inking alone. But 1 did start 
to get blackouts, became vio¬ 
lent and anthaoclal during my 
drinking bouts.** 

Making anther try. Bob. 
then It, entered university for 
the second time. This was less 
successful than the first and 
he was out after seven weeks. 

Still drinking, he worked lor 
three months before enrolling 
for an architectural draught¬ 
ing course at a technical in¬ 
titule. 

“No one knew for two 
weeks, but after the second 
day 1 didn't attend elaseea; I 
just hung arousal downtown." 

Bob, who was four when his 
father was killed In an air 
crash a month after the Sec¬ 
ond World War ended, was 
raised by hla mother, who 
worked part time. 


“1 don’t know whether aha 
realised I had a drinking 
problem. 1 know 1 didn't. But 
she persuaded me to aee a 
psychiatrist. He suggested I 
take shock treatments be* 
cause he felt I had a nervous 
condition. But I got scared 
»>n I saw the treatment 
machine and left the hospital 
where I was supposed to be 
treated." 

LIVED WITH UNCLE 

After learning Boh had left 
technical school, tbs psychia¬ 
trist suggested he go live with 
an uncle in the country. 

“He thought my fatherless 
upbringing had acme effect 
on my feeling of inferiority. 
But after one month wiih my 
uncle 1 returned to the city- 
accompanied by my drinking 
problem.” 

It was at this point. 
Bob says, that he became 
“lucky." agreeing to attend 
meetings of Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous at the psychiatrist's 
suggestion. 

Bine* then he has managed 

to stay away from the bottle. 
During summer vacation he 
worked as a railway sleeping 
car porter and says the con¬ 
tact with people helped give 
him ranfidrnce. He now talks 
easily to strangers. 


He says he realize* that one 
drink would probably lead to 
the failure of hit third at¬ 
tempt at getting a university 
education. And while trying to 
lick his own problem, he feels 
hi* own exi>erience may help 
others. 

High school student* with a 
feeling of inferiority or shy- 
no**, instead of drinking to 
lml*ter their courage os hr 
did. should attend open meet¬ 
ing* of AA. 

"They will find most people 
at the meeting will tell of 
similar problem* and of the 
futility of trying to solve them 
through a bottle.”

The poetry appreciation lit 
them starts to vanish by the 
third grade, however, and that's 
when teachers are urged to do 
nil possible to keep the poetry 
instinct alive.

Q I mm Interested la the 
answer yea gave seine Mme 
a r ■ about repain ti ng alumi¬ 
num siding.

Whal la necessary la 
dean the siding besides wash- 
lag II toss with wales* 

A. When painting aluminum 
which has been exposed for 
some time, be sure to brush 
away any loose dirt or ooiide. 
Use a detergent solution or paint 
thinner to get rid of oil or 
grease. Then prime and finish 
as with hew metal. 

Previously painted aluminum 
L treated like any other surface 
Umt has been painted. Where 
tl*e old coating is in good condi¬ 
tion and is adhering firmly, just 
remove the dirt and surface 
contaminants, then apply the 
paint of jour choice. 

If the old finish I* still smooth | 
or glossy, a* may be the case 
with a factory-finished siding. 
Iietter roughen it with steel wool 
or sandpaper to provide a better 1 
adhering surface. 

In some Instances the old, 
coating, whether field or factory, 
applied, may be chipped or peel¬ 
ing. exposing the bare metal. In 
auch cases, sand the edge* to 
smooth out the surface and to 
remove any loose paint. Prime 
the bare spots and then finish. 
Aluminum is the asiest to paint 
of all metals used in home con¬ 
struction.

The portable machine*, which 
cost 112IP each, have become so 
l>opular that 15,000 are current¬ 
ly being used from Southeast 
Asia to the South Seas, Africa 
and Latin America. 

The machine has a system of 
lever* that multiply 150 pounds 
<i# human weight on the 
machine * handle into 20 tons 
of compression on the mix 

The device has proven to be 
not only a cheap answer to the 
world's housing problems, par¬ 
ticularly in rural areas, but 
also on Inspiration for com¬ 
munity self-help.

Another man ojie rating 
the machine then slides a steel 
Ud over the mold, and swing* 
the machine's handle up and 
down, bringing gravity into 
pUy. 

The result la a c om pr e ss ed 
block, which is stronger than a 
regular brick In many respects 
and more weather - resistant 
than adobe or clay blocks. 

Two men can produce from 
400 to 600 brick* a day. Some 
2 500 bricks are needed to huild 
a small house

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Raisins Breed Moths 


By M. v. CHESNt T. KKM.H 

RAISIN MOTHS (L.C., VkctorUH — 
Thr small moth, appearing in your 
food rui»b(Mid arr almost i-ertainly 
coming lrum a hatch of wormy 
raisins; If you throw- out your box of 
raisins, i don I think any more of the 
critters will turn up. 

This moth is a common pest of 
the California grape vineyards - 
raisins are actually dried grapes and 
while a vigorous war is Keh w wacwt 
against this insect, oecaaionally a 
female moth will succeed in laying 
her eggs in the young developing 
grapes, resulting in wormy fruit. 

You needn't fear that these moths 
will get into vour rugs arvi woolen 
clothing, as the larvae of the raisin 
moth feed only upon fruit and have 
no interest whatever in wool. 

HKKR PF.NNVKOYAI. «ES. Dun 
ran > This old-fashioned herb is 
seldom grown nowadays, although I 
think it deserves much wider use. At 
our house we keep a potful growing 
on the kitchen windowsill through the 
winter and use it as a garnish, much 
as you would us* parsley. The flavor 
has a touch of peppermint to It. 
although It is quite distinctive. 

It is a member of the mint family 
and its botanical name is Mentha 


pulegium. Simply scatter the seeds 
thinly on the surface of a potful of 
moist, loamy soil without any cover¬ 
ing at ail. and it should come up as 
thick as fleas on a dog s back. Oni-e 
started, it can be increased easily by- 
cuttings. 

In medicine, pennyroyal was ux-d 
for roughs and colds, stomach cramps 
and delayed menstruation, while the 
Juice was rubbed on the skin to repel 
gnats, mosquitoes and fleas in fact. 
Its specific name, pulegium. comes 
from puiex. a flea, and the herb was 
highly esteemed in the middle ages to 
discourage these body peats. 

The herbalist John Gerard, writ¬ 
ing in 1505. says: *‘A garlande of 
Pennie Royale made and worne about 
the head is of great force against the 
swimming of the senses and the pains 
and giddeness thereof " 

HEI JOTROrr. CTLTI BK (S.R.W . 
Victoria' While Heliotrope or 
"Cherry Pie" is technically a peren¬ 
nial. It is too susceptihle to frost to 
be wintered outdoors here and is 
usually treated as a tender annual, 
starting afresh from seeds every 
spring 

While the plants could he rot 
back, potted up and wintered in a 
cool greenhouse, the first year plants 


are better performers and i hav* a 
sweeter fragrance. 

The flowers of the older varieties 
were not particularly beautiful a 
rather dull violet or lilac shade -and 
were valued purely for their heady 
scent. 

The newer kinds are much more 
attractive, particularly First Snow, 
bushy plants standing 2 1 * feet tall 
with giant flower heads in pure white, 
and its sister plant Blue Bonnet in a 
deep, clear blue. Both have the old- 
fashioned Cherry Pie fragrance. 

GRANItMOTNKR'H R I N GLETS 
(D.S.Y., Sidneyi -The twig you sent 
me for identification is from * 
shrub called Leycesteria formosa. • 
native of the cooler mountainou« 
parts of India, and named in honor of 
Chief Justice William Leyeester of 
Bengal. 

Because of the curly, pendant 
racemes of purplish blossoms, it ia 
nicknamed Grandmother's Ringlets. 
Its fruit ts a berry much appreciated 
by birds. 

Tlte shrub grow s to about six feet 
tall, blooming from July to Septem¬ 
ber. and Is remarkably easy and quldt 
to grow, either from seeds or from 
young cuttings taken befor* th» 
stems he, oma hollow.

One of the measures the gov¬ 
ernment was not prepared to 
go ahead with before Christinas 
was the Labor Standards Bill 
introduced by Labor Minister 
MacEachen. It wa* to set a 
minimum wage of SI.25 an hour 
and maximum work week rule* 
for industries under federal 
labor jurisdiction 

The bill, after its introduction 
la*t fall, ran into criticism from 
both management and labor 


spokesmen. Mr. Mcilralth said 
the government will make some 
amendment to the bill, bo:

. and Made New Friends 
of Peasant and Priest 


She * ** born in Louisville, Ken¬ 
tucky Her mother wu a southern 
belle. I*er father. George Huntlng- 
ton Hull, a northerner an author, 
and a financier. Scottish foi sbesrs 
on the mother*! sMte dwelt on an 
ancient estate, near Hotarton, 
which waa named after them. An¬ 
other family name ie Pollock, also 
Sootuah. one of whom married 
into the Royal Stuarts. A branch 
migrated la the southern States, 
where the name, because of the 
well-known drawl of the region, 
became Polk, and has its piece In 
the Encyclopedia Brttannlca, 
where there may ha found a de¬ 
scription of one Leonidas Polk, 
who was known aa 'The Fighting 
Bishop." and. during the CMl War, 
organized the defence* of Missis¬ 
sippi against the Yankees. 

Another Polk, many yearn 
later, was the means of Intro¬ 
ducing the young Lucia to a 
unique European environment. 
This was Antoinette Polk of Ten¬ 
nessee an aunt, who married a 
gramlson of the French Duke de 
Berry son of Chailes X of that 
country and nephew of Louie 
XVIII. *Tante“ Antoinette and her 
husband, the Baron de Charette. 
an army general who had led 
Zouaves againat Garibaldi. Mvad 
kn one of those fairy tale French 
chateaux, complete with lakes, 
•wans, moat and towers. 

It was a glittering world, 
tempered still with a fine domes¬ 
ticity. The Hull family themselves 
must have made their mark aa 
they travelled. Including aa they 
did. father and mother, five child¬ 
ren. six bicycles, a nurse, two pat 
lank and a turtle! En route, tor 
added emphasis. Lucia received 
her first proposal of marriage. A 
tall, very dark gentleman en¬ 
countered her sitting In some wet 
petal on the boat deck, unstuck 
her. and approached her parents, 
requesting her—oh, much later on, 
of course, when she would bo 
aider -for hie harem! Hiv name, 
she remembers, Bounded like some¬ 
thing like Rasmud Muaterole Anti¬ 
macassar! The offer was declined. 

The Baron and Baroness enter¬ 
tained much royally. Lucia, dark¬ 
eyed and chestnut curled, waa 
presented with a collie puppy 
from one guest — England's King 
Edward VII. She met and became 
life-long friends with the little 
Princes* Cecilie, daughter of the 
Giand Duchess of Mechlinburg- 
Schewerin. later to become the 
Crown Princess of Germany. But 
though the life held much glamour 
there was always that family 
warmth and eioaene*;*. Lucia’s 
unde called her “Flea.’* tow ** 


sor had once told her that the way 
to do this waa just to ’'follow her 
nose " So she did. She got to¬ 
gether her writing and photo¬ 
graphic equipment, packed herself 
a knapsack, donned khaki shirt 
and sharia, and off a he went In 
search of new lands, beauty, and 
adventure. She found them all. 

She has travelled the moun¬ 
tains of Albania, where one and 
all carried side-arms against at¬ 
tacks by both bandits and wolves. 
Her fellow passengers In the an¬ 
cient and rickety buses were 
peasants, priests, soldiers, boot¬ 
blacks, pigs and chickens. They 
were all frtento. 

She toured the Cyclades Islands, 
swam In the Aegean Sea. and 
stayed with fishermen's wives In 
liny wrtilte houses on white streets. 

In Greece ahe took a toy train 
to Athens and shared a compart¬ 
ment with two archbishops who 
laughed delightedly when she 
modestly tried to conceal tlie 
brevity of hoc shorts with sweater 
and newspaper, called her “Dsr- 
LING." and Invited her to visit 
their Ecclesiastical Palace, which 
Mte did. 

She had a fantastic experience 
climbing the Jungfrau. 

She conversed on life and phil¬ 
osophy with the ship's stokers on 
little tramp steamers here and 
there, and walked into a British 
Navy cocktail party at a hotel in 
Athena In her hatbrube, having 
opened the wrong Boor! 

Here, too. spell-bound by the 
beauty of the Parthenon by nfeon- 
tight, aa aeen from her hoter^rin- 
dnr, ahe I g nore d the rules for¬ 
bidding visitors there by night, 
and went forth with her camera 
to get a picture. Carefully evad¬ 
ing the guarfe, she managed to 
reach the foot of the great pillars 
—and heard voices. Others were 
on the same illegal errand! Two 
men and a woman slipped cau¬ 
tiously into view p r ese n tly, and 
they turned out to be skippers of 
Uw Shackieton Expedition to the 
9outh Pole, and the wife of one 
of them. They were In Athens to 
sell a yacht. 

At Heidelberg, our traveller's 
sight-seeing was considerably 
speeded up and extended by the 
fact that she met a Bavarian of¬ 
ficer with a red motorcycle, com¬ 
plete whh “buddy" seat astern. He 
courteously offered to be her guide 
for the rest of the day. ao they 
toured the ancient city at break¬ 
neck speed all the afternoon. 

Later, In Turkey, another sight¬ 


seeing jaunt was equally weD folk 
warded by the local football tearth 
Obermmmergau waa a highlight 
She stayed there a week, getting 
to know the fine peasant players 
and townsfolk whose Uvea ai<a 
spent trying to Uve up to i ha 
sainted ch a ratten they portray )■ 
their world-famous Passion Play. 
The play itself ahe found absorto 
Ing and utterly convincing, with 
the leading part, that of tha 
Christus. of course, a superb p ros 
of work. Afterwards ahe had a 
strange lUtle experience . . . Sha 
was sitting alone at an outdoor 
cafe when suddenly there came 
over her a feeling of the most 
ineffable peace and well-being. At 
a loas to account for the senaa- 
tion. ahe turned her head and saw 
passing behind her the figure at 
the man who had played tha 
Saviour. 

While in Germany, Lucia had a 
chance to visit with her old friend 
the Princess Cecilie. whom, until 
then, she had aeen only once xinca 
their childhood days — that being 
the occasion of the coronation of 
King George VI in London. Now 
both of them had children of their 
own. with long yean of separa¬ 
tion to be bridged in a few Miort 
hours of conversation. 

During an interval In her 
travels. Luda went back to tha 
States and took a special course 
In photography from a German 
teacher in New York, learning a 
new method of processing her pic¬ 
tures. It was hard work, aha 
found, and difficult, often keeping 
her busy from 9 am. until mi<£ 
night, but when it was ended and 
all the photographs she had taken 
abroad finished in this manner, 
ahe had an outstanding collection 
that has brought her no small 
amount of fame. Her wor k hasp 
been exhibited by the Royal Photo¬ 
graphic Society of Great Britain, 
the Pittsburg Salon, the WorM’a 
Fair, among others, haa been 
bought In great numbers by vari¬ 
ous magazines, and was included 
In "Photo*rams of the Year.” 

When the Second World War 
came along. Luda Hull’s daughter 
waa married, her son fighting, and 
■he herself worked in the hospi¬ 
tal as a Grey Lady. Afterwards 
ahe and her camera went forth 
once more, this time to Yucatan 
and Guatemala, from both of 
which countries ahe returned with 
unique photographs. 

For variation, this was followed' 
by some eight years of intensive

Mindful of history , as always, 
mnd with an eye for the unique, 
I dropped in on Gerald “ Jerry ” 
WeUburn at Glenora, just outside 
Duncan, the other day, to view a 
railroad curiousity that's worth 
talking about . Jerry, now in his 
mid-sixties, though retired from a 
long and successful mill and log¬ 
ging career, is still what you might 
term "the young in heart." Prin¬ 
cipally because he has always had 
a hobby. 

He collects things. Like, for instance, 
postage stamps. And if his awards are 
any criterion, he must be one of B.C.’s 
top philatelists. Things mechanical and 
historical also attract his attention, which 
Is why his up-Island estate (and I can’t 
think of a better word for it) houses a 
collection of old-time carriages, broug¬ 
hams, surreys and buggies, and perhaps 
a stage coach or two. You can also spot 
Nanaimo’s first fire engine as well as the 
first Island attempt at truck logging. At 
least it would seem so for it’s a Maxwell, 
apparently in good shape, with a home¬ 
made trailer and a load of logs. 

This la no collection of junk. Just « few 
tilings mat Jerry has taken under Ms wing 
rather than have them end up on a scrap 
heap. Maybe one day they'll go Into an Island 
museum where at the tight of them little kids 
will gape. Jet-age loggers smile Incredulously, 
and old-timers get a mite misty-eyed. 

Jerry has also gone In tor early railroad 
history in a big way by collecting a rail¬ 
road! Tee. a life-size steam locomotive, com¬ 
plete with tracks and ties, signals, water tank, 
station . . . the works. I dodn't know whether 
he setts tickets tor has a charter under the 
Railway Act > but anyway on state occasions 
It circles his property, to the accompaniment 
at a nostalgic chime whistle and bell. I re¬ 
member one occasion a few years ago when 
the B.C. Historical Association paid him a 
visit and his wife, the girls and their friends 
were dressed in oM-tlmey hoop skirts and poke 
bonnets. Quite Interesting. Especially when 
Jerry, to keep up the Illusion rustled some 
horses, and hacks and carriages were dop- 
clopping around, laden with bevies of parasol- 
twirling beauties, some even going down to 
his station to meet his train coming in. 
Frankly It was the doggonedeet tiling I've ever 
seen—all on private property! 

However, bock to the main interest of my 
recent visit, which was a working model, about 
four feet long, of George Stephenson's famed 
140-year old "Locomotion No. 1,“ the englna 
that pulled the world's first passenger train 
In England's County of Durham. Jerry told 
me he acquired this rarity a few yearn ago 
from the estate of the late Algernon Pease, 
ones noted for his Hamaterley Farm vantures.

STEPHENSON’S 


LOCOMOTION No. 1

lies in the fact that it was made to scale in 
Robert Stephenson's locomotive works at New- 
cast leon Tyne back In 1875. an occasion when 
all kinds of celebrating went on, ail on ac¬ 
count of Britain's railway Jubilee. Thus it is 
authentic, down to the last rivet. 

Somehow It seems right and proper that 
thia valuable link with the world's first rail¬ 
way should be fan Jerry's caie, for not only 
is he an ardent Stephenson fan, but he tells 
me he's been collecting data on ihe great en¬ 
gineer for over 50 years. Out of odd comers, 
particularly on trips to England, he has ac¬ 
quired a variety of original letters, timetables, 
etchings and old prints. One letter I saw In 
his collection, dating back 130 years, was a 
woman’s claim for damages tor a dress 
burned by cinders that flew from the loco¬ 
motive’s stack. In those early days they 
either stood or mt In open trucks. Some of 
the letters. I noted, dated hack before the days 
of either envelopes or postage stamps, the 
letter sealed with a wafer and delivered by 
a character Mke Trotty Veck. 

Of course to moat of us George Stephenson 
conjures up a picture of a miner’s son who 
Invented the locomotive and made railroadnc 
possible. Which, like most current ideas abcait 
Inventors, Is a Mt out. Like the notion the 
Wright brothers invented the airplane, when 
as a matter of fact they perfected what Lang¬ 
ley and a few others had in mind. Nor did 
Edison Invent the electric light bulb. Swan in 
England made one about the same time, only 


Edison's had a llament that stood up Serna 
way With Stephenson. For It wa* Watt, the 
Scot, who invented — sorry — improved on 
Neoomen's steam engine, to let mill* and fao 
torke have power and automation begin. 
Later. RJctau-d T re ve thick, a Cornish men 
working in a Welsh coalfield. Improved on 
Watt's engine to the point where he put it on 
wheels to haul email coal cars. Thus M 
Stephenson's boyhood a good many steam en¬ 
gines were employed In the mines of Durham, 
either pumping out water or winching loaded 
coal cars to the surface. On one of theae, 
Stephenson's father was a fireman, which ac¬ 
counted for his son's interest. 

Though young George had little or ao 
schooling, ha Seems to have been a born 
mechanic and by the time he was in ha mid- 
30a, he had worked out an Idea for an im¬ 
proved locomotive that would run on tracks 
carrying freight and passengers between 
towns. By now he was married with a son 
of his own, and with true north country 
shrewdness he saw to it that young Robert 
had an education—mainly ao he could help 
out father with the mathematics! 

Of course hard working mechanics with a 
brain avave are unlikely to get to first base 
without capital. So now let us meet Mi. Ed¬ 
ward P eas e, a dignified but wealthy "thee* 
and "thou" Quaker, whdsp interest In the here¬ 
after was only matched by his interest in the 
present; which was mainly woollen rrxti*, 
banking—and progress. 

It was Edward Peases faith and financial 
aid that really put Stephenson's idea over. 
Which was no easy task, what with red faced 
sporting squires roaring that the railway would 
spoil the fox hunting, and inn-keep-, rs claim¬ 
ing it would be the finish of the horse-drawn 
stage. In thoae days the leisurely change of 
horses about every 12 miles meant customer* 
who ate and drank, maybe stopped overnight. 
Farmers, too, sensed the end of the;r world, 
for with fewer horses where would they sell 
their corn? Parliament was also stiff necked 
about granting the charter, mainly because 
prominent land-owners didn't want a railway 
running through their property and “setting 
the country on fire." 

On the technical end. Stephenson had his 
private bundle of problems. Although horse- 
drawn wagons hauled coal from the mines 
over wooden tracks, he knew that for a loco¬ 
motive they would have to be metal Steel in 
quantity was away in the future, so the\ would 
have to be malleable or cast iron. Would they 
stand up to eight tons of unsprung locomo¬ 
tive. riding on only lour wheels’ 

In fact, would they ride at all" Perhaps 
the metal wheels would slip on metal rails? 
Which brought up the question wheiher it was 
better to have flat wheels running on flanged 
rails, or flanged wheels running on flat rails? 
In addition he had to invent switches, think of 
spur tracks, and also figure out how to keep 
a smokestack from getting red hot! However, 
with indomitable will, by trial and error, he 
worked out the bugs, and on September 27, 
1825, to the c h eer s of thousands of sightseers, 
the world’s first pa*-enger train made its 
debut. 

The start was really from Shildon. and 
coupled to the dD-horsepower "Locomotion No. 
1" were 10 wagons losded with Coal, one with 
flour, and 21 coal wagons Sited with seats as 
accommodate 300 pa s sen g er s .

Pul km a lu 90 ion load die train averaged 
right mile* an hour to Darlington. where 
another crowd el about 12.000 waa on hand 
to stare In awad wonderment.

Their place 
waa taken by two wagons loaded with local 
dignitaries, then, led by a man on a horse with 
a red Oag. the 400 loot long airing of rara 
Joggled merrily on it* way, followed by tltotuh 
and-* In every sort of vehicle. 

There were an estimated 40.000 an hand <a 
greet the train's arrival In Stockton, as hands 
struck up. cannona boomed a an hue and 
church belli pealed. 

Sucveas of the venture sp u rred Stephenson 
to later bring out the “Rocket." an Improved, 
14 milr ar hour locomotive Unlike I^oome 
Hon Its cylinders were placed each aide of the 
boiler, setting the pattern for the world's 
•team locnmodws tar all thna. 

Of couiae. judged by p r aa m I standards at 
railroading, the whole set up In Stephenson s 
day waa slightly fantastic, far ana thing the 
horse drawn cans still had the right to share 
the track with la»raa» 1 v™ which gave rise 
to some weird situations like whan they met 
head on and neither would hack up to the 
nearest spur. In thoee dayu the horse draw n 
cars, instead of having a caboose, had a 
“dandy car" at the tail end. At the crest of 
■ hill the driver unhitched toe hone aad put 
It In the dandy ear. Then the whole works 
coasted drawn hill on the rails and when It 
came to rest the home went back to work. 
In (art same at toe k sr u a a got to know too 
drill no well they went to the rear of theig 
own accord and janpad htto the dandy car. 

Tbugh character s were thoue hau driven, 
usually half drunk and nearly always haflfecr 
ent Finally there waa such an array of spun 
that H made aknont a datoile track, aad 
eventually the horse was haaAahed. 

Stephenson's locoiwacive mginemu had af 
mrv a tew ps u h hu sa. like constant wheel 
breakages, and la a d tl l rt a q the tricky Job at 
atopping the hxntonttvr. They bed aa brakes' 
Trkrklrt still waa night driving, tor tor engi¬ 
neer had no cab. In fact he wasn't pva behind 
tfie hosier He stood up on a platform siai*- 
aole the boiler, and In order fa waa what he 
was doing the fireman held up a flaming mop 
of oil soaked hemp on a us bl ad 

Far today's union-minded, the pay akuattnn 
waa interesting The engineer hired and paid 
has fireman Not oafy that, he provided the 
fuel and atl far toe engine ant af taia awe 
pocket. In return the company paid him at 
the rate of half a cent per ton per mile. Aa 
time meant money to these hoys, occasionally 
they got fined for speeding: one wa« artnlly 
caught hurtling over hh 40 mile run in toe 
light tang speed of 4*4 hour*' Needtoas la my 
be was through. 

Constant refilling of flic wooden water 
barrel earned in th* t e ndbr arm a ttoaev. aa 
smart operators used to u n co u ple the train 
and speed ahead whk Ike engtar to fOi the 
barrel, hy which lima too train had nailed 
up ta them Someth*aa like "making a fty- 
Wtg switch." hut mom ridftrukwm! 

With no grease boa aa an tha axles every 
tow and again the train was stowud to a walk 
and the engineer and firemen hoppe d out, each 
with a bucket of groaae sod a map, sad aorh 
baking a aide they slashed grease aa the axle 
muds aa they passed. Trouble waa toe fnaah 
graaae sometimes gave Increased aceeb" nation 
to the whole train, aa they had to make a mad 
dash for the rear ear. to cMtnb all toe way 
back to the engine. 

Has M ever occurred to you why toe tosudl 
ard railway gauge here and practically every¬ 
where rise la four loot afght-anda ball toeboa* 
It stem* from the Cart that Stephenson'* Eng¬ 
lish locomotives were the first to he used an 


Valley. Origins! gauge waa laur fust right, 
but wm aho w la ertra half inch crept ta. posing 
a -.light railroad m\*tery Anyway, today* 
giuge ■ a mule reminder that 150 yeari ago 
hordes pulled Irwtghi cars on aaakn rails. 

Not only to the I' S did Stephenson export 
he locomotives and railroading know hw! He 
was also BBmmineed to plan toe Best rail- 
rooita on the European roncinent It's said 
that eve n to Mb latter day a, when he was the 
big time cons u ltant, dining with kings and 
prime ministers, atUl he n«w*r lost his broad, 
north country accent. Once, sizing up a rival 
locomotive he was heard to remark. "Eh. mon. 
we nee<hi't feer yon thing: hers got nor goats'" 
Like the Tyne Valley miners among whom he 
was born and brought up >ae "Geonfce Stev- 
vson"l he admired " g airo." 

His -on. Robert, carri'-d on the expanding 
locomotive works at Newc a stle, eventually 
adding fresh fame to hia name m a builder of 
steel bridges. The 106 year old. two-mile long 
Victoria Bridge spanning the St. Lawrence at 
Montreal, waa a Stephenson bridge, built from 
Canadian plana. 

Though Westminster Abbey waa Robert's 
final resting place, hi* famous father, the man 
who put the industrial revolution into high 
gear, waa laid to rest in simpler style in 
Chesterfield churchyard in hia native Durham. 

It waa when I w a ariere d what stirred Jerry 
Wcllbum to a lifelong infer eat bt Stephenson 
that I found toe an sw er rattier simple. Jerry, 
born at Scarborough on the Yorkshire co as t , 
like moat Northumbrian acl laul ho yx with a 
bent tar either mcch aa i m er adventure, aiada 
herons at ritoer George Strpbanaon ar that 
Y orkshire navigator. James Cook. Nat that 
they have been the enly man af note from 
thw quarter at England D4d you know that 


the Queen Mother's family (Bowea-Lyoaiat 
first came to prominence in Durham? Aa did 
King Robert the Bruce af Scotland ! That K 
waa a Charles Coiling of Kettou who, back in 
1184. started tha ri mrthorn breed af cattle? 
All the abort herns in the world can be traced 
back to hia bull. Hubback. Got a box of 
aaatchca in your pocket? Just a reminder that 
• Stockton druggist called John Walker in¬ 
vented the friction match. 

Edward Pease, who supported Stephenson 
through thick and thin, waa a second genera¬ 
tion Darlington man. though the family bad 
been known hi Yorkshire before 1873 

Tracing the line through Edward's son, 
Henry, and Mb son. Henry, brings us In turn 
to hi* son. the late Algernon Peaae, remem¬ 
bered by many Vkmrtana aa a long-time rari- 
dent af Elk Lake.

The Royal Canadian Army Service 
Carps has been provisioning al three s ervices. 
There have been trt-eerviee ear pooh estab¬ 
lished. and establishments tor maintenance.

As 
for lowering the mask, this made itself more 
apparent the farther east the visitor went from 
lfoacow. Siberians were not only franker, but 
seemed more emphatic about their European¬ 
ness. One even quoted Kipling to van der Post: 
"East is East and West ia West, and never foe 
twain shall meet," be recited.

When the Crimean -^Var

Ttie Bnush vcwk returning 
with wounded from this attack, 
found that there were no facilities 
in this vicinity for dealing with 
auoh numbers, and the men had 
to be landed for hospitalization at 
San Francesco.

Canada had received, free of

After Bda action she hod put in 
to Robtiwon Crusoe's island.
